The oppor- 
tunity affords itself this morning 
for me to send a fow lines to your 
valnablo paper notwithstanding

have not received 
a copy of tho 
Guardian since leaving Arizona, 
and am somewhat ignorant of tho 
happenings in and about Graham 
county. 
Last Friday 
tho Chicago 
Insti- 
tute, whore I have been attending 
school closed and on Monday July 
1st will be officially annexed to the 
Chicago University, so that during 
this week I shall spend and am 
spending tho time visiting 
places 
of interest in and around tho great 
city of Chicago. 
In order 
to get 
an idea of tho extent of tho placo 
I too.k 
tho 
South 
Side, 
elevated 
train and traveled to tho northern 
end of tho city a distance of thirty-tw- o 
miles for 5 cents. 
I will not 
attempt 
to deseribo .in this 
com 
munication tho sights as seon from 
tho elevated train, but simply men 
tion the distance that our boys and 
girls who 
have never 
bcon away 
from thoir mountain 
homes may 
form somo idea of tho size of this 
place. 
The 
population 
is soven 
times greater 
than 
tho 
stato of 
Utah and about 
95 times greater 
than tho city 
ot 
Phoenix. 
Every 
nationality 
in tho world 
is repre- 
sented and more than 000 religious 
denominations 
hold 
services each 
Sunday. 
Nearly 400,000 
children attend 
tho public schools and 
$11,000,000 
were spent last year for education. 
It requires 15 city superintendents 
to look after the work of educating 
this vast multitude of children. 
In 
addition to this 
there 
arc many 
private institutions both for higher 
and primary instruction. 
Last Saturday 
I 
spent
